States Penitentiary has been reéstablished 
for the use of the army: General courts 
martial may sentence soldiers to confine- 


+ ment in a penitentiary for offenses which 


are thus punishable by some statute of the 
‘United States, or by a statute or the com- 
mon law of the State, Territory, or District 
in which the offenses are committed. Com- 
manders of military departments will desig- 
nate the United States Penitentiary at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., as the place of execu- 
tion of such sentences in cases in which the 
terms of confinement imposed is more than 
one year; if, however, any State or Terri- 
tory within a military d ment has made 
provisions by law for the confinement of 
such prisoners in its peniténtiaries, the De- 
partment Commander, with the approval of 
the Becretary of War, may designate one as 
the place of execution of the sentence, All 
general prisoners and military convicts now 
at military posts, who, on receipt of this 
order, have more than one year of their term 
of confinement to. serve, will be transferred 
to the United States Penitentiary or to a 
State prison or penitentiary, 

The following army posts are designated 
for the place of confinement of soldier prison- 
ers who have less than one year to serve? 
Fort Columbus, New York Harbor, 100 
prisoners; Alcatraz Island, California, 150: 
Fort Sheridan, III., 30; Fort Snelling, Minn., 
20; Forts Omaha, Crook, Neb., Fort Riley, 
Kas., Fort Sam Houston, Tex., and Fort 
MePherson, Ga., 15 each; and Fort Logan, 
Colo., 10. The necessary orders for the 
transfer of the convicts now at the military 
posts of the army will be issued by the de- 
partment commanders for the assignment 
of the convicts to the United States Peniten- 
tiary or State prison or penitentiary. 

The promulgation of this order by Gen. 
Miles -is fully appreciated by both officers 
and enlisted men of the army, as the prea- 
erce Of military prisoners at the army posts 
has been a source of much annoyance for 
many years and many soldiers have been 
made to suffer for the escape of the prisoners 
placed under their charge. 

The order doing away with the military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth was considered 
unwise at the time of its discontinuance, 
but Secretary Lament thought the prison- 
ers could be cared for at the army posts 
as well as at the prison. Over one hundred 
military convicts were transferred from 
Fort Leavenworth to the large garrisons 
of the army, and they had no sooner been 
transferred than there commenced a seriss 
of outbreaks and escapes that were a source 
of trouble to all concerned. It may be said, 
however, for the benefit of the army, that 
hut one fatality occurred, and that was the 
killing of Convict Coffee by Sentinel Kress 
at Fort Sheridan in September last. 

The most serious break that was made by 
the convicts was that made at Governor's 
Island, New York Harbor, while Maj.-Gen. 
Miles was in command of the Department 
of the Hast, with his headquarters on. the 
island.

CLASSIFYING PROPHETIC MATERIAL. 


President W. R. Harper Lectures at 
the University of Chicago. 

President W. R. Harper delivered the third 
lecture in his course on the history of 
prophecy yesterday afternoon in Kent The- 
ater, at the University of Chicago. The par- 
ticular topic was The Classification of 
Prophetic Material.“ 

In his introduction President Harper said 
history ahd prophecy may not be separated. 
The prophetic schools of interpretation are 
the rationalistic, which does not recognize 
divine revelation; the predictive, which 
makes prophecy and prediction synunymous, 
and has the literalistic and the spiritualistic 
interpreters; and the historical, which is 
also divided into the conditional and ideal. 
Prophetic material is classified into living, 
experience, descriptive, and predictive. 
From the very nature of the stüdy,“ he 
said, “it is a critical one. “Who wrote it?’ 
and ‘Where was it written?’ are questions 
which must be asked. There are certain 
principles in accordance with which this in- 
quiry is made. Evidence may be gained 
from a study of language and style and the 
method of history writing employed—viz.: 
Compilation. Distinction is to be made be- 
tween an event and the record of an event: 
between an original statement and the later 
literary form of the utterance. The most 
important problems in this work are: The 
work of Moses; the Psalms to be assigned 
to David; the relative positions of Joel and 
Ezra; the date of Joel; the correct inter- 
pretation of Hosea; the date of publication 
of Deuteronomy; the authorship of Isaiah, 
— the relation of Ezekial to the Levitical 
code.“ 

Dr. Harper will repeat this lecture at noon 
today at Steinway Hall, when Clarence Dick- 
enson will play an organ voluntary preced- 
ing the lecture. |

ALASKA BOUNDARY LINE IN DISPUTE. 


Secretary Olney to Take Prompt Ao- 
tion to Prevent Possible Trouble. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—{Special.}— 

Representations have been made to Secre- 
tary ot State ‘Olney that steps should be 
taken at once to determine by an interna- 
tional survey party the exact location of that 
portion of the Alaska boundary line which 
lies along the I14ist meridian. Independent 
surveyors, representing the United States 
and Canada, have erected boundaries near 
the bank of the Yukon River on what each 
claims to be the 14lst meridian. ‘These two 
boundaries are 7.3 miles apart on an east 
and west line, the mark of the Canadian 
surveyor being the most westerly one. The 
territory lying between, and whith may be 
considered in dispute, embraces the mouth 
of Forty Mile Creek, through which access 
is had to the rich placer mines on the head- 
waters of that stream. 

Urgency for some international agreement, 
for at least a temporary determination of 
the situs boundary line, is found in th an- 
nouncement that it is the intention of the 
Dominion Government to direct mounted 
police to assume control of the whole front- 
ier along the Canadian boundary of Alaska 
with power to collect customs duties, try 
criminal cases, etc. 

With the coming of spring not less than 
2,500 American miners will go into the Upper 
Yukon country. When they arrive there and 
find mounted police exercising jurisdiction 
west of what they have been told was the 
American boundary line there will surely be 
trouble. 

If aggressive acts occur, if they have not 
already taken place, the United States will 
have a bounddry dispute of its own, which 
will overshadow that of Venezuela. There 
is reason to believe Secretary Olney will 
take the matter up at once with Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and come to a definite under- 
standing.

_ VINDICATING THE LAW. 

The Sheriff of Seneca County, O., under- 
stands his duty and has the courage to exe- 
cute it. He and his subordinates resisted 
with force a lawless attempt to take a 
prisoner out of his custody. He put in the 
Tiffin sail guards whom he could depend on, 


and when the would-be lynchers tried to 


break in they were fired on, and two of 
them killed. Then the prisoner was re- 
moved safely to the jail of an adjoining 
county, where he can remain till the time 
of his trial, which will doubtless end in his 
conviction and his lawful hanging. 

The man whose life the mob tried to take 
committed a cold-blooded murder. 
down an officer of the law who had gene out 
to his farm for the purpose of arresting 
him. Naturally his act excited great in- 
dignation, but he was arrested soon after 
the commission of the crime and was put in 
jail to await trial. 

It became the duty of the Sheriff to guard 
him so that he should not eseape. It be- 
came equally the duty of the Sheriff to pro- 
tect him from violence, so that the court 
might pass on his case in due time. Those 
citizens of Seneca County who fancied that 
their Sheriff was ignorant of that portion 
of his duties or that he was a weak man, 
afraid he would make himeelf unpopular if 
he resisted “an outburst of popular indig 
nation when it took the form of the law- 
less execution of a murderer, have discov- 


ered that they made a mistake which was 


fatal to some of their number. 

There is nothing to mourn over greatly in 
the fact that two of those composing the 
mob were killed and others wounded. They 
‘could not have been exemplary members 
of society or they would not have been 
law into their own hands, and they suffered 
the consequences, In many places the 
Sheriff would have played the coward’s 
part and have made a mere pro forma re- 
sistance. Fortunately for the credit of 
Ohio, that was not the case at Tiffin. 

There has not been a solitary case of 
lynching in the State this year. The Sheriff 


of Seneca County was determined that the 


first one should not occur. in his bailiwick. 
His energetic action will have a good effect 
throughout the State. Had he been less 
mindful of his duty and allowed his pris- 
oner to be taken from him, the next murder 
in some other county would have been fol- 
lowed probably by an attempt at lynching. 
One crime breeds another. As it is, how- 


ever, there will be much less inclination on 


the part of Ohioans to take the law into 


their own hands, They will remember

A DODGING AND PERVERTING PAPER. 
The Chronicle says that Tun Trrsune—

enforcing in New York City the State law pre- 
scribing the closing of saloons on Sunday and as- 
sures the Chronicle that it is not fair to ask the 
municipal authorities in Chicago to enforce a like 
statute. 

There are newspapers which, when 
pressed by arguments which they cannot 
refute, take refuge in silence. There are 
others which get around the difficulty by 
putting in the mouth of an opponent argu- 
ments he never made and then proceeding 
with an air of great superiority to demolish 
those invented statements. That is cow- 
ardly as well as dishonest. It is a fraud 
on those readers who do not take both pa- 
pers. But in Chicago, as elsewhere, there 
are journals which conduct controversies 
in that way. 

Tus TRisvune did not lecture Senator Hill 
on the necessity of enforcing the Sunday 
saloon-closing law in New York City. What 
it did was to call attention to Hill's hypoc- 
risy. He helped, as Governor, to pass that 
very law. He is complaining now because 
“Puritans” age enforcing it and calls for a 
change of the law so the people of New York 
City may decide for themselves whether the 
saloons shall or shall not be open on Sunday 
in the City of New York. If he did not ex- 
pect the law would be enforced why did he 
sign it? If he did expect it to be enforced 
when Tammany passed it and he signed it 
why is he finding fault now? The reason 
is that he expected the law would be utilized 
by Tammany to. coerce feluctant saloon- 
keepers to pay blackmail and work for the 
Democratic ticket and for no other reason. 

The Chronicle says further that— 


The Tribune knows that in IIlinois we have a 
peremptory statute commanding that saloons be 
closed on Sunday—‘“‘ag peremptory as the statute 
against jarceny.’’ But this statute is not enforced 
by the blican Mayor of this city, nor does 
The Tribune think it ought to be, The organ 
which is thus wildly excited over the heinous 
erime of Sunday beer drinking in New York looks 
with genial toleration on the Mayor's entire in- 
difference to the State law in Chicago.

1818 ought not to be enforced, but pointed 


out the later laws authorizing cities, vil- 
lages, and counties to grant licenses to sell 
liquor by the year, without excepting any 
day of the week, providing the tax exacted 
was not less than $500 per annum. The 
Chronicle dodges the knockdown point. 
Tue Tao also said, and that point 
was also studioudly ignored, that the en- 
forcement of State laws rests with courts, 
which are composed of Judges, Justices, 
and juries, The Constitution declafes 
that “no person shall be deprived of life, 
“liberty, or property without due process 
“of law.” A man cannot be fined $200 or 
any less sum for selling liquor on Sunday 
except by due process of law, and that 
means by the verdict ofa jury, if he chooses 
to demand one, or by the sentence of a Jus- 


‘tice if he does not. When the accused sa- 


loonkeeper appears in court he can ask for a 
jury trial, for the law provides that— 


The person accused may have the cause tried 
by a jury upon the same conditions, and the jury 
shall be summoned and impaneled in the same 
manner as in civil cases before Justices of tha 
Peace, provided it shall not be necessary for the 
— to advance the jury fees.

The Mayor can fine no one. 
prison no one. He can close no saloon be 
cause liquor is sold on Sunday. All he can 
do is to collect evidence through his poli¢c 
officers and submit it to the courts. Then 
they can “enforce the law” or not, as they 


‘see fit. Any citizen can collect evidence 


that saloons sell beer or spirits on Sunday 
in this city. The editor of the Chronicle 
can do it and submit it-to a grand jury or to 
a Justice of the Peace to pass on it. 

The Mayor is neither judge nor jury nor 
a Justice of the Peace. He is no autocrat. 
He can “enforce” no State law. He can 
not stop the sale of liquor on Sunday with- 
out the cobperation of courts and-juries. 

Until the Chronicle will explain how he 
is to get the authority the less it anys about 
his “enforcing the act of 1818” the better. 

As it cannot controvert Tax Trisunn’s 
arguments, silence on its part would be 
more becoming than evasion and perversion.

But there may be some force in his remark 
that there also is the competition of roads 
that secretly cut rates and cannot be reached 
by due process of law, which competition 
sometimes has to be met “or the honest 
roads have to go without any business.” 
Nevertheless, this cannot excuse plain and 
notorious violation of the law. 

It is probable that this interference by the

FOSTER AND PLATT THE TRAITORS. 

The Associated Press abstract of Senator 
Sherman’s memoirs put him in the attitude 
of insinuating treachery on Garfield’s part 
in 1880. The full text of that part of his 
book relating to the convention of 1880 
showed he had intimated nothing of the 
kind. In order that there may be no doubt 
on this point the Senator says in an inter- 
view: : 

I would have received the nomination in 1880 had 
it not been for the action of ex-Gov. Charles H. 
Foster. And here permit me to correct an impres- 
slot that in my forthcoming book I have assailed 
the character of Garfield in connection with the 
proceedings of that convention. I have indulged 


in no language that would indicate that I thought 
that he acted unfairly. Foster was the man. As 


thing eight years later. 

This disposes of the Garfield controversy, 
but furnishes some other gentlemen a 
chance to rise to explain. In June of 1880, 
after having heard: various statements 
about Foster's alleged treachery at Chi- 
cago, and after having had Gov. Foster’s 
explanation of some of these allegations, 
the Senator wrote to him: Iwill trust you 

as of old, with hearty good-will and respect. 

‘and will give no further credence to the 
stories I hear.” The Senator must have 
had further information, or something must 
have happened quite lately to ruffle his 
temper, for hesays now to Foster as Nathan 
did to David, Thou art the man.” It is 
the ex-Governor’s turn to be interviewed 
now. 

The part which Foster played in 1880 
was played eight years later, it appears, by 
Platt. In speaking of that individual he 
uses language so emphatic—so violent even 
—as to show that the New York boss never 
will be forgiven by him. He says: 

Piatt is the Judas Iscariot of the Republican 
party. He is a traitor. He is dangerous to any 
civilized organization. Platt controlled the New 
York delegation in the National Republican con- 
vention of 1888. as he will unsuccessfully at- 
tempt to do next year. New York’s vote was for 
me in that convention and had it not been for 
Platt I would have been nominated and elected. 
I had positive assurances that New York's vote 
would be solid for me. The delegates had 80 
pledged their constituents that such would be the 
case. The country knows the result. 

Why was the vote given to Harrison? Platt 
sold the vote. I know that a warm personal 
friend of Harrison entered into a deal with Platt. 
offering Piatt the Secretaryship of the Treasury 
in the event of Harrison’s nomination and elec- 
tion. This man, whose name I do not care to 
mention at this particular time, went to that 
convention armed with absolute authority to act 
for Harrison. He made a deal for the vote of 
New York, and after Harrison's election he at- 
tempted to have the office promised him by this 
Indiana man delivered. 

That bargain and sale charge has beer 
made before. It was well known in 1889 
that Mr. Platt was bitterly disappointed 
because he was not made Secretary of the 
Treasury. He could not have expected the 
appointment on account of his merits. He 
could only have done so because of some 
agreement with some one who he believed 
was authorized to make contracts for Gen. 
Harrison. Mr. Platt never has talked free- 
ly on this subject. Perhaps he will be more 
ready to do so after this savage attack. 
He ought to resent the Judas Iscariot 
charge at least. 

The unusual vehemence of Senator Sher- 
man’s language indicates that he believes 
he could have been nominated seven years 
ago but for Platt. If he is not mistaken in 
his belief that the New York delegates wer 
for him he might have been. On the first 
ballot he had 229 yotes out of 831, On the 
second ballot he had 249, If to those had 
been added the 72 of New York he would 
not have had a majority, but would- ha ve 
been far in the lead.

PINGREE’S COCK AND BULL STORY. 

Mayor Pingree of Detroit, who is a candi- 
date for reélection, has recently published 
a book about himself which he thinks will 
help him in his campaign. In this book he 
boasts of the things he has done while 
Mayor, some of which are creditable, and 
of the views he holds touching a number of 
subjects, some of which are exceedingly 
foolish, 

There are some statements made by him, 
presumptively for the purpose of pleasing 
the socialistic demagogues ahd getting 
their aid, which are so utterly and neces- 
sarily untrue that it is difficult to see why a 
man of Mayor Pingree’s alleged intelli- 
gence should make them. His allowing 
such stuff to be printed is inexcusable. He 
did not believe it, but he must have sup- 
posed that some simpletons might put faith 
in it. 

It is alleged in his book that the army 
officers who were ordered here at the time 
of the Debs strike and riots held a meeting 
after they had been in Chicago a few days, 
compared notes, and came to the conclusion 
that there was no emergency demanding 
the presence of regulars, but that the troops 
had been ordered to Chicago to side with 
the corporations in an industrial struggle. 
It is alleged further that— 

These officers did not confine themselves to the 
mere expression of indignation, Their patriotic 
feéling led them further than that. They de- 
nounced among themselves the advisers of the 
President of the United States who had sent 
them on such a mission. It was not the spirit of 
insubordination, but of righteous indignation 
against being used against the defenseless and 
the weak and to bolster up wrong and greed, which 
animated many regular officers. 

In their righteous anger they were willing to give 
their views to the public, and a second meeting 
was to be held to formulate those views, which 
were to be spread over the length and breadth of 
the land to the people of the republic. 

These alleged facts, he says, became 

known to the authorities at Washington 
and the court-martialing of these officers 
was ordered, but the order was rescinded 
because the President was afraid to press 
the matter. The papers of this city are 
said to have been aware of all tliis, but to 
have suppressed it. 
The Chicago papers knew of no such 
“facts” and hence did not suppress them. 
They are not given to the omission of news, 
no matter whois hit by it. Whoever knows 
anything about the officers of the United 
States army knows the inconceivable ab- 
surdity of the idea that they would hold a 
meeting, condemn the action of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the President, and make 
public that condemnation. They do such 
things in Central America, but not in this 
country. Such conduct would be in con- 
flict with all the ideas of discipline and 
subordination which have been instilled 
into them. They know that any such ac 
tion on their part would mean their dis 
missal from the service. 

Mayor Pingree’s story is bosh on its face. 
He knows it is untrue. He did not write 
the book which contains it himself, but the 
man who did wrote it under his direction 
and he did the revising. It is amazing that 
he should have allowed such an absurd and 
‘slanderous story to be printed with his in- 


dorsement. 


KENTUCKY NOT ALWAYS DEMOCRATIC 

A local paper publishes without note or 
comment the statement of one of its corre- 
spondents to the effect that the chances ol 
Republican success in Kentucky next 
month are not good for the reason that the 
State is “habitually and constitutionall> 
Democratic” and that “the legislative ma- 
jority for more than a century has been 
unbrokenly Democratic.” 

Is that so? From 1832, when Kentucky 
voted for Clay for President and against 
Jackson, up to the time when the Whig 
party broke down, not long before the civil 
war, it was one of the certain Whig States. 
It was one of the four that stood by Scott 
in 1852. Henry Clay, John J. Crittenden, 
and other Whig Senators would be aston- 
ished were they to be told that the Demo- 
crats had controlled an unbroken majority 
in the Kentucky Legislature while they 
were in the Senate. The State constantly 
had two Whig Senators from 1837 until the 
Whig party disappeared. As the negro 
question is being dropped out of sight the 
spirit of Henry Clay protection is reviving 
among the descendants of the old Clay 
Whigs of Kentucky, and as a consequence 
the State is drifting more and more towards 
Republicanism, as last fall’s election dem- 
onstrated.

The banks have not questioned the 
efficacy of this method of treatment, but 
some of them have expressed doubts that 
the local stock of gold is not sufficient to 
warrant such action being taken at the pres- 
ent time, while the revenues are insufficient 
for the support of the government. The 
question was brought by Mr. Edward 
Atkinson before the recent meeting of the 
American Bankers’ Association, and it sub- 
sequently was resolved to appoint a commit- 
tee to “confer with the Secretary of the 
Treasury with reference to the cotjperation 
of the banks in maintaining the national 
credit.” If the result of such a conference 
should be to make the stock of gold in the 
‘Treasury and the stocks in the banks jointly 
available for the purposes of each there 
might be little or no further trouble—after 
the finances of the country have improved 
to the point where the administration win 
not have to draw on the Treasury to meeta 
deficiency of revenues as compared with ex- 
penditures.

“Col. Ingersoll owes it to himeelf to do 
something more and better than he is doing. 
A man of his ability and love for mankind 
should not be content with simply tearing 
down. As a literary man he should be just 
to literature; he should not spend all his 
time pointing out the weak, the crude, the 
unfortunate things in the Bible; he should 
dwell upon its excéliencies, ite great and 
noble things as well He should be just to 
the Bible. He should study it in the light 
of the ages, the forms of civilization and 
social conditions under which its different 
books were written. 

“As a moralist he should treat the evolu- 
tion of moral ideas in the process of becom- 
ing the ideal, becoming the higher actual, 
and still the noble ideais rising up and lead- 
ing on as the inspirations of q better future. 
It is no excuse that theologians have tort- 
ured the Bible, made it teach what it does 
not teach. The Bible should be judged by 
its own merits in the light of all the facts. 
In our age of slavery it tolerated slavery. 
but it sought to make lighter the bondage of 
the slave. In darker ages it tolerated the 
common custom of polygamy, but sought 
through all to elevate woman. Where in all 
literature is to be found a nobler tribute to 
wife and mother: than the last chapter of 
Proverbs? Where is virtue so deeply cen- 
tered and guarded as in the words of the 
Christ that condemns impure thought?

Romantic Movement in Literature. 


“The Romantic Movement in Literature, 


Life and Religion” was the subject yester- 
day at the Independent Liberal Church, 
Lake View, of the second in a course of 
fix university extension lectures on Move- 
ments of Thought in the Nineteenth Cent- 
ury, by Prof. J. H. Tufts of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Prof. Tufts said: 

The eighteenth century was a century 
cf. free thought. To clear up all mysteries. 
to emancipate man intellectually, socially, 
and politically from the dogmas, traditions, 
and despotisms of the past was the aim of 
its great leaders. Their legacy to us was a 
priceless inheritance. But in rejecting all 
that could not be completely expilai , in 
condemning all institutions that could not 
be scientifically justified on the ground of 
their usefulness, the critics of the last cent- 
ury oe) failed to appreciate the real 

‘of human experience.’ Pope and 
Voltaire were keen and witty. They were 
not profound. 

“In opposition to this negative, intel- 
lectual, and often superficial attitude of the 
century, two movements of thought arose, 
which have formed the literature, the art, the 
religion, and the philosophy of our century.

Wherever there is evil, misery, or suf- 
fering the followers of Jesus Christ must not 
only recognize these, but must give them- 
selves up to alleviate these ills in the name of 
their master for his sake. Yea, they cannot 
pretend to be his followers. unless they imi- 
tate his mercy and compassion. Here in 
your great city what a field there is, and, no 
matter what your position may be, the exer- 
cise of mercy and compassion is a positive 
obligation. It has been well said elsewhere: 
It is not more brains that this big city 
needs, not more education, not more money, 
but more love.’ 

“A stranger in your city, though no 
stranger to the social conditions to the strug- 
gling classes in large cities, I see what a 
widespread field there is for the exercise of 
mercy and compassion. A personal Lazarus 
lies at your door, with his poverty and in- 
firmities. Which of you stretches out his 
hand to help him, says a sympathetic word 
to him? What'are you doing to protect the 
inocent and raise the fallen? Sympathy for 
the afflicted is a divine power; it can soften 
and overcome the most obdurate. Haye 
compassion, then, on your fellow creattres, 
as you hope for mercy and compassion from 
God.“

SHOW A LITTLE GAIN. 


CONDITIONS ARE BETTER BUT THE 
IMPROVEMENT IS SMALL, 


Almost an Entire Halt in the Wheole-~- 
sale Trade, Though the Retail 
Trade Is Fairly Active—Increase in 
Railroad Traffic Is Considerabld 
and a Car Famine Results—Money in 
Fair Demand—Condition of the Lon- 
don Money Market. 

Trade conditions during the week endi 
Saturday were, perhaps, in somewhat bet- 
ter shape than for the corresponding week, 
The business situation, however, does not 
contain any points which may be looked upon 
as particularly cheerful. In the wholesale 
trade there has been almost an entire halt. 
due to the excess of activity which followed 
the good reports of crop conditions in the 
early fall. From early every line of man- 
ufacture there comes the same report. With 
prospects of good trade in the fall, follow- 
ing months of depression, factories and 
workshops were started working tull time,- 
and as a result there was an increase in the 
manufactured product which was far in ex- 
cess of the demand. The country seems to 
be suffering. as much from stagnation in 
business as the towns and larger cities. 
The country merchant finds it as difficult 
as does the city merchant te make collec- 
tions, and as a result orders have either been 
curtailed or countermanded and the manu- 
facturers and wholesale merchants find 
themselves overstocked. The railroads 
have not kept up to the promises made in 
the buying of new material and equipment, 
and as a result the iron trade is display- 
ing less activity than it has done for some 
time. Boot and oe manufacturers com- 
plain of a laek orders and the manu- 
facturers of cotton and wool goods are ex 
periencing. a lull in the demand, There has 
been unusual speculation in the cotton mar- 
ket during the week just ended and prices 
have fluctuated sharply on conflicting crop 
estimates. As has beeh stated previously, 
the first estimate of 9,000,000 bajes was 
found to be too high. Later reports to the 
éffect that the estimate would not exceed 
6,000,000 were too pessimistic, however, and 
the last reports are to the effect that the 
crop will be in the neighborhood of 7,500.- 
000 bales. 

In the retail trade. there has been some 
improvement though it has not been marked. 
This is particularly true in the West, where 
the farmers are beginning to get returns 
from this year’s crops. The agricultural 
sections of the country are in a condition 
to buy more freely than a yearago. There- 
tail trade in the large cities, which is not se- 
riously affected by trade conditions, has been 
fairly good during the week. 

Railroad traffic has shown a considerable 
increase during the last week over previous 
weeks. East-bound freight shipments have 
been so heavy as to result in a car famine 
and the consequent inability of the great 
trunk lines to promptly handle all the freight 
that is offered. Up to the present time grain 
shipments by boat have to a certain extent 
relieved the glut, but the end of the lake 
season is near at hand, while the supply 
ef grain to go East shows but little diminu- 
tion. The earnings of the railroads have 
increased, and it is estimated that for the 
first three weeks of the present month the 
earnings have been from 10 to 15 per cent 
in excess of those for the same week in 1804. 
Bank clearings have shown a considerable 
increase aiso, the returns indicating an in- 
crease of 23 per cent for the entire country. 
Chicago has not held up to this average, 
however. 

The London Economist, in an article on the 

London money market and the Kaffir min- 

ing excitement, has the following: 

The tide of bullion which has been so steadily 
flowing into the bank has been arrested, and 
may possibly turn in the opposite direction. 
People are apt to associate the past accumulation 
of gold at the bank with the growth in the pro- 
duction of the metal. 46 a matter of fact, how- 
ever, South Africa has lately been adding com- 
paratively little stock to our gold. To this the 
Board of Trade returns bear evidence, They 
show that while during the last nine months we 
imported from South Africa: gold to the amount 
of £6,185,000, we sent thither during the same 
period gold coin to the value of £4,170,000, West- 
ern Australia, too, while shipping gold bullion, 
has been importing sovereigns. Thus the pro- 
ducing countries are themselves finding employ- 
ment for much of the gold they mine, and are 
likely to continue doing so possibly to an even 
greater extent than at present, for in South 
Africa and Western Australia alike the gold min- 
ing industry is only in process of development, 
and a great deal of money will have to be spent 
in order to render it fully productive, It is from 
the United States and not from the new sources 
of production that we have latterly been getting 
most of the gold that has been filling to overflow 
the vaults of the bank. And from that quarter 
shipments are likely to cease now that there is 
a sufficient of produce bills to keep the New York 
exchange below the speeie point, while possibly 
we may be called upon to send back a portion 
of what we have already received. 

Another point to be considered is, that the 
speculation. in gold mines has thus far made 
comparatively small demands upon the available 
supplies of capital. Millions have been changing 
hands continuously, but transfers of that Kind 
do, not affect the aggregate. and the amount 
actually absorbed in working capital has been 
relatively very small. Not only so, the allure- 
ments of the gold mines have been so all-eng - 
ing as to divert attention from other enterpr " 
and promoters and others have felt that there 
was little use in attempting to float sound and 
promising undertakings so long as people's eyes 
were dazziéd by the golden glamour. Now, how- 
ever, that the mining mania seems likely to 
receive a salutary check, money may be expected 
to flow more freely into other enterprises, and 
already a number of foreign loans are projected. 
Chile wants some £6,500,000. Brazil would like 
pretty nearly as much. Spain is borrowing to 
pay the Cuban war expenses, and even decrepit 
Turkey is meditating further borrowing under the 
guise of conversion. Thus the capital applica- 
tions promise not only to be on a large scale, but 
also a kind involving a greater demand upon 
the resources of the market than the mining 
fleations have yet done, while, of course, money 
will still have to be found for the development 
of the mines that are as yet in the initial stage 
of. working. And last, but certainly not least, 
the rise in the prices of commodities which has 
been in progress for the last three months, com- 
bined with the expansion of trade, cannot fail 
to swell the demand for money. Long views of 
the money market are extremely apt to be fallaci- 
ous, and present circumstances are so exceptional 
that no one would care to hazard any very confi- 
dent opinion as to the future. For the reasons 
given, however, it appears to us that the indica- 
ticns that would seem to point to a further 
prolonged period of ease are in a measure decep- 
tive, and that altered conditions are not unlikely 
to prevail before very long. 0 

Locally conditions have been better than 
in other portions of the country. Banks 
have had an active demand for money, 
which is penne from 4% to 5 per cent for 
call loans from 56% to 6 per cent for 
time loans. The danger which many pre- 
dicted ot a slump.in mining stocks in Lon- 
don failed to materialize. This fact has left 
the money market easier in tone. 

The docal stock market has been active 
during the week. Lake street has been in 
principal demand and sales have been 
heavy, with prices steady at from 27@27%.

mand for cash wheat never becomes urgent. 
Reports of new export business are magni- 
fied for purposes of influencing the market, 
but the weekly clearances are moderate as 
compared with the world’s shipment to 
Europe. According to the figures furnished 
for last week’s American clearances a largv 
pertion was supplied by the Pacific coast. 
Aside from little ripples caused by war 
rumors, reports of buying by foreignets, 
or a single day’s liberal clearances, theie 
have been no features in the market during 
the week. The range of fluctuation hae 
been narrow and the level of prices has 
not been materially changed. It has been 
a weather market, with all such a mar- 
ket’s unsatisfactory features. The injurv 
by drought so far has by no means been 
general, but undoubtedly considerable dam- 
age has been done in certain sections. The 
change of tone of a class paper which is 
supposed to reflect the sentiment of winter 
wheat millers was considered significant. 
A week ago it was inclined to look at the 
drought proposition calmly,and even claimed 
that there had been exaggeration of reports. 
Now it turns completely around and is rad- 
ical in its views regarding the prespect of 
damage. The situation certainly becomes 
more critical from week to week and from 
day to day so long as the drought is un- 
broken. It is sufficiently critical now to 
discourage short selling and to keep shorts 
on tne anxious seat. 

In corn the only action of interest has been 
in the nearby deliveries. Fluctuations in 
them have been much greater than in May 
corn. The whole country has settled down 
to the idea that we have the largest crop 
on record and have it matured in the finest 
possible shape. So long as the movement 
of corn is fair and no new feature develops 
to encourage buying the market will natural- 
ly be heavy. Short lines have been covered 
freely and the price is too low to encourage 
short selling. In the nearby deliveries tre 
market has been to sOme extent artificial. 
Cash demand for old corn for shipment 
has been excellent and withdrawals from 
local store have been heayy for weeks. A 
light day’s run of corn suggests a falling 
ofi in receipts and shortsin October and oth- 
er nearby deliveries become nervous. What 
promised to be a little squeeze caused Octo- 
ber corn to sell up to e in a few minutes. 
On Saturday the nearby futures were con- 
spicuously weak, breaking a full cent and 
causing weakness in all the grain market.
